There were trans- 
actions in Eastern exchange between 
bankers at 2 50 to 3 50 per $1,000 off, but 
the ruling rate of discount on cotton bills 
was Ig percent. Bankers check on New 
York at K per cent. discount to par. 

Gold was rather at a stand-still, at 135. 
Brokers generally could not buy at lower 
nor sell at higher rates. A few small lots 
were raked in at 134 to 154%, and there 
were light sales at 13510 135%. The sup- 
ply rather exceedsSthe demand. In New 
York gold opened at 135, was dull at 135, 
and carrying at 10 per cent. at noon, in 
consequence of stringency of money, and 
closed at quiet. 

The scrip market presented a little more 
animation for county, but seemed 
to be unchanged for city. We 
learned of an pperation of $2,000 
county warrants between dealers at 77, 
and outsiders experienced no trouble 
in selling to dealers at 75 to 76.

Money is 
comparatively easy in New Orleans, Sa- 
vannah, Charleston, Baltimore, etc., and 
the practical anticipation is that in cotton, 
rice, sugar and to , as well as in 
cereals and indigenious fruit, the coming 
crops will su any ever seen in the 
South since the ante-war period. The in- 
creasing demand for all the staples occur- 
ring simultaneously with the political dis- 
—— in Cuba; the probable failure of 
the cotton crop in Brazii, and the dreaded 
general war in Europe, will throw the best 
chances of profit in the direction of the 
South, if our national statesmen and local 
cultivators are wise and quick enough to 
avail themselves of the opportunity. With 
this better state of things in view, very 
many of our metropolitan houses are fa- 
cilitating the old Southern trade, and can 
hardly fail to reap large returns. Amo 
Southern products, other than cotton, 
which are attracting special attention, is 
sugar, in which much interest is wisely 
taken at this time when the general sup- 
so llr scarcely equal to the universal de- 
mand. 


Surely there was never aseason so fruit- 
ful of prosperity for the South, in all its 
productions. 

The circular of Low Brothers, of Chica. 
go, containing the annual statement of 


packing operations, is at hand. It is full 
of interest to everybody, and we there- 


fore extract as follows: 


The — furnished are as carefull 
compiled and conveniently classified, and, 
as faras we are conce „are correct, 
The season, as is well known, opened on a 
bare market; in fact, less —— was in 
the hands of dealers than any season for 
a number of years, hence from the first 
day of the season the demand has been 
unexampled in the history of the trade. 
Many of our most intelligent packers and 

tors have been somewhat disa 
inted in the result, starting out early in 
season with the belief that we were to 
have a heavier supply of hogs than last 
season, and sold their product accordingly. 
The speculative demand set in early and 
continues strong. The — bulk of the 
cut meats made during the months of No- 
vember and December were sold com para- 
tively green four or five days in salt, and 
lots that were fifteen to twenty days in 
salt were eagerly taken at an advance. 
The short crop of hogs in the English Is- 
lands had the effect of sending many of 
the leading provision dealers of England 
and Ireland early into our market,, and 
from the figures below it will be seen that 
they did not purchase sparingly.
